7.  In  no  case  shall  the  fare  ( xeeed  five  cents  for  the 
conveyance  of  one  passenger  making  a eontiiiuous 
trip  from  one  part  ot  tho  City  to  another,  wdr  ther 
such  trip  shall  he  over  the  line  of  the  Vaneouvei 
Street  liailway  Company  or  over  tho  lino  or  lines  of 
any  other  pi  rson,  persons  or  Comiiniiy  which  may  he 
heriafter  eonstrueted.  In  the  event  of  a passenger 
being  earriid  ovir  the  lines  of  dilferent  railways  fin  re 
shall  he  a division  of  the  fare  hetween  th  ■ owners  of 
such  railways  aeeording  to  the  length  of  line  of  eaeh 
railway  ; provided,  always,  that  the  fare  for  one  ion- 
tinuous  tiij),  from  point  to  point  within  the  City, 
shall  he  limited  to  five  cents.

Before  breaking  up,  opening,  or  interfering  with 
any  part  of  said  streets  for  the  purpose  of  construct 
ing  said  >ailway  the  said  Company  shall  give,  to  the 
City  Engineer  for  the  time  being,  ten  days’  notice  in 
writing  of  their  intention  to  do  so,  and  no  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  lineal  feet  of  the  said  streets  shall  he 
broken  uji  or  opened  at  any  one  time,  unless  authority 
so  to  do  shall  have  been  given  by  the  Board  of  Works. 
And  when  the  work  thereon  shall  have  been  com- 
menced it  shall  he  proceeded  with  without  interinis- 
sion,  and  as  rajiidly  as  the  same  can  he  carried  on  with 
due  regard  to  the  proper  and  efficient  construction  of 
same.

Hi.  The  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  and 
collect  from  every  |ierson  on  entering  any  id  their  cars 
for  the  |)urpose  of  riding  any  distaiic  ■ will  in  the  (>ity 
a sum  not  to  • xcecd  live  cents.  Any  pet  son  refusing 
to  I ay  the  said  fare  may  he  rcmi/Vi.d  trom  any  sucii 
car.

signal  shall  he  nttaclud  to  the  car,  as  the  Council  may 
reasonably  n quire. 

22.  Any  of  t!ie  conductors  or  drivers  employed  hy 
the  Company,  who  may  be  guilty  of  using  jirofane, 
abusive  or  in.sulting  languagi , or  of  ovci charging,  or 
of  being  drunk  or  disonlei  ly,  upion  conviction  h,  fore 
the  City  Police  Magistrate,  the  Mayor,  .Justice  or  .Jus- 
ticisot  the  P(  ace  havii.g  jurisdiction,  shall  he  liable 
to  th  ■ tines  and  picnalties  set  forth  in  clause  No.  82  of 
this  By-Law.

bed can  result,  excep.t  that  piart  under  the  rails  aiid 
eight  inches  on  either  side. 
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25.  The  priviloges  hertby  granted  to  the  Compain 
sliall  extend  ovt  r a p riod  of  thirty  years  from  the 
date  of  the  passing  i f this  By-Law,  but  at  the  expira- 
tion thereof  the  (.'ity  may,  after  gdving  six  nionths 
notice  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  teiin  of  their  in- 
t ntion  to  alter  the  terms  of  tliis  By-Law  in  such 
ner  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  tlie  Lit^ 
and  the  Compaiiv,  or  assume  the  ownership  of  the 
railway  and  all  r'.  al  and  p.  rsonal  prop.rty  in  V 

tion  with  the  working  thereof,  on  payment  of  then- 
value,  to  be  determimd  by  arbitration,  and  mease  the 
City  should  fail  in  exercising  the  right  of  altering  the 
terms  of  this  By-Law  as  aforesaid,  or  of  assuming 
ownership  of  said  railwav  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
years  as  aforesaid,  the  Coi  poration  may,  at  the  ex- 
pi  ratiiii  of  every  five  yeai-s  to  elapse  after  the  first

In  case  the  said  Vancouver  Street  Railway  Com 
I>any,  Limited,  sh.ill  fail  to  coinnicnce  or  complete  or 
ciiiip  said  railway,  or  any  liart  of  it,  within  the 
respective  turns  hereinbefore  limited,  or  in  case  aft.  r 
the  name  shall  be  completed  the  said  Company  shall 
lad  or  neglect  to  run  regularly,  and  in  aceor.lance  with 


the  proviirioiis  of  this  Bv-Law,  cars  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public  sufficient  for  that  puriose,  or  in 
case  the  V’ancouvrr  Street  Rail-way  Company,  Liinittd, 
shall  fail  to  operate  any  jiortion  or  the  whole  of  their

and  required  to  execute,  in  the  name  of  the  said  City 
and  under  its  common  seal,  the  agrei  nient  hereinbefore 
nientioned  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  from  the 
time  this  By-Law  couies  into  force,  but  not  after- 
wards. 

31.  The  Vancouver  Street  Rail-way  Comj'any,  Lim- 
ited, shall,  as  soon  as  this  By-Law  is  passed,  be  incor- 
jiorat' d under  the  Act  of  I1S7S,  or  any  other  Act,  and 
after  such  incorporation  the  stock  biKiks  of  said  ( 'om- 
pany  shall  be  open  to  the  public  for  thirty  days,  and 
any  citizen  of  Vancouver  shall  have  the  right  to  pur-

]>any,  and  until  after  the  ex|)iration  of  said  thirty 
days  no  ]>erson  shall  pnirchase  or  have  more  than  §5U0 
of  the  capital  stock  in  said  Company.  The  capital 
stock  of  said  Company  shall  be  §250,000,  in  twenty- 
live  hundred  shares  of  §100  each,  and  this  By-Law 
shall  not  come  into  force  until  §40,000  of  said  stock  is 
taken  up  or  subscribed.

,32.  Any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  or  breach  of 
any  of  the  | rovisions  of  this  By-Law  shall,  on  con- 
viction, forfeit  and  pay  a tine  of  not  bss  than  one  and 
not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  coats,  and  in 
case  of  non-iiaymeiit  th  reof,  the  same  may  be  re- 
cover, d by  distress  and  sale  of  tin-  goods  and  chatti  ls 
of  the  offembr,  and  in  ciusc  there  be  no  distress  hind 
out  of  which  such  line  and  costs  can  be  levied,  the 
oliciidor  may  be  imprisoned  for  a pi-riod  of  not  more 
than  two  nionths.

Laws  for  the  regulation  of  NIunicipal  electious, 
and  the  niannor  in  which  voting  hy  ballot  shall  be 
carri,  <1  out  tlnireat ; 

And  will  Teas  it  is  provided  by  law  that  the  nomi- 
nation for  R ove  and  Councillors  shall  b ■ held  on  the  j 
Second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  from  12 
m.  to  2 p.m.,  and  the  polling,  if  any,  on  the 'I'hur’sday 
following,  from  10  a.m.  to  4 p.m.,  and  tliat  the  Coun- 
cil shall,  in  the  month  of  December  in  each  .year,  ap- 
point a Returning  Officer,  and  shall  also  name  the 
)iolling  place,  ami  otln  rwise  arrange  for  the  holding  of 
the  coming  el  ction,  and  that  the  polling  (if  any)  at 
such  election  shall  he  had  and  taken  at  such  place  or 
places  as  the  (Council  shall  by  By-Law  appoint;  there- 
fore 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge,  as  follows: — 

1.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Election  By- 
Law.” 

2.  \\'henever  a poll  is  taken  at  a Municipal  election 
the  ballot  of  each  vot  r shall  be  a ] rinted  paper  with 
a counterfoil,  showing  the  names  and  description  of 
each  candidate,  alphabetically  arranged  in  the  order 
of  their  surnames,  or,  if  there  are  two  or  more  candi- 
dates with  t!ie  same  suniame,  in  the  order  of  their 
first  names  ; the  nam  s and  description  of  each  can- 
didate shall  be  s t forth  in  the  ballot  jiaper  as  they 
have  been  set  forth  in  the  nomination  paper  ; and  the 
ballot  paper  and  counterfoil  shall  be  in  the  form  A,  in 
the  Schedule  to  this  By-Law. 

3.  The  Returning  Olficcr  shall,  before  acting  ns 
such,  subscribe  and  make  the  dei  laration  <f  office  in 
the  form  B,  in  the  Schedule  to  this  By-Law,  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

4.  Each  polling  place  shall  b i in  a room  or  building 
of  convenient  access,  and  one  or  nore  compartments 
shall  be  made  within  the  room,  so  arranged  ihat  each 
voter  may  be  screened  from  obs(  rvatioii,  and  mav, 
without  interference  or  interruption,  mark  his  bal'ot 
paper. 

5.  The  Returning  Oificcr  shall  open,  and  keep  opt  n, 
the  poll  on  the  day,  and  at  and  during  the  hours 
respectively  pre.icribed  by  law,  and  shall  during  that 
time  receive,  in  the  manner  In  ft  inafter  prescribed,  th  ■ 
votes  of  the  el  ctovs  duly  cpialified  to  vote  at  such 
el.  ction. 

C.  Any  person  producing  to  the  Returning  Officer  at 
any  time  a written  authority  from  a candidate  to 
represent  him  at  tlu'  election,  shall  be  deemed  an  ag  nt 
of  such  candid  ite,  WMthiii  the  meaning  of  this  By- 
Law. 

7.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  ojiening  the  poll  the  Re- 
tuniing  Oilicer  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  candidates 
and  their  rt.spective  agents  (if  present),  and  such  of 
the  elcctor.5  as  arc  present,  open  the  ballot  box  and 
ascertain  that  there  are  no  ballots  or  other  p.apcrs 
therein,  and  shall  then  look  the  box  and  keep  th.-  key, 
and  immediately  afterwards  call  upon  the  electors  to 
vote. 

8.  Each  elector  upon  piesenting  himself  to  vote 
shall  declare  his  name,  surname,  and  addition,  and  if 


the  same  are.  fo mil  on  tho  list  of  vot.ei'x  he  shall  re- 
ceive from  the  Returning  OllieiT  a ballot  paper,  on  tho 
back  of  wliioh  such  Returning  Otlioei-  has  [uiiviously 
put  his  initials,  so  |ilacod  that  when  the  ballot  is  folded 
th  y <-an  bo  seen  without  oponing  it,  and  on  (ho 
counterfoil,  to  which  be  ha.s  placed  a number  cor  res- 
ponding to  thal  iilaced  ojiposile  the  voter’s  uami!  on 
the  list  of  volors.

name  or  names  of  the  candidates  for  whom  he  inti-nds 
to  vote,  and  sliall  then  fold  u|>  such  ballot  pa|  or  so 
that  the  initials  on  the  back  can  he  seen  witbout 
opening  it,  and  hand  it  to  the  Returning  (Jtficcr,  who 
.•-liall,  without  unfolding  it,  a.scertain  by  examining  his 
initials  and  the  number  upon  the  counterfoil,  that  it  is 
th  - same  which  h . furnished  to  the  elector,  and  shall 
first  (htach  and  destroy  the  counterfoil,  and  then  im- 
mediately, and  ill  the  |ires(-nce  of  tho  elector,  place 
the  ballot  jiaper  in  the  ballot  box. 

10.  No  elector  shall  take  his  ballot  paper  out  of  the 
polling  place,  under  tho  jicnalty  for  an  infraction  of 
this  By-Law. 

11.  The  Ri-turning  Oilicer,  on  apfilication  of  any 
voter  who  is  unable  to  read,  or  incapacitated  by  blind- 
ness, or  otiur  iihysieal  ciuse,  from  voting  in  the.  man- 
ner prescribed  by  this  By  ijiw,  shall  assist  such  voter 
by  marking  his  ballot  paper  in  the  inaniur  direct -d  by 
such  voter. 

12.  Tho  Returning  Officer  shall  enter  on  the  list  of 
voters  us  .d  by  him,  opposite  the  nam  ■ of  each  cl.-ctor 
voting  the  word  “ Voted  ” as  soon  as  his  ballot  paper 
has  been  deposited  in  the  liallot  box  ; and  he  shall 
enter  on  the  same  list  the  word  **  Declared  ” opjiosite 
th.;  name  of  each  elector  who  has  made  the  declaration 
of  qualification,  and  the  words  **  Refused  to  declare  ” 
opposite  the  name  of  < ach  electoi-  who  has  refused  to 
make  such  declaration. 

13.  Immcdiaiely  after  the  dose  of  the  poll  the  Re- 
turning Oliic.  r shall,  in  the  ]jresence  of  such  of  the 
(-aiulidatoi  and  their  respective  agents  as  ar  ; present, 
open  the  ballot  box  and  proceed  to  count  the  numlx-r 
of  votes  given  for  each  candidate,  and  in  so  doing  he 
shall  reject  all  ballot  papers  which  have  not  been  sup- 
plied by  him,  all  those  by  which  votes  have  been  given 
lor  more  candidates  than  are  to  be  elected,  and  all 
those  upon  which  there  is  any  writing  or  mark  by 
which  the  voter  could  be  identified,  except  ar  h(-r,  in- 
before  proviiU-d  for.

14.  '1  he  i-teturning  Oilicer  shall  take  a note  of  every 
objection  made  by  any  candidate,  or  his  agent,  to  any 
bi.ilot-papirs  found  in  the  ballot-box,  and  shall  decide 
every  (pies  ion  arising  out  of  the  objection.  Each  such 
objection  shall  be  numbered,  and  a corresponding 
number  j laced  on  the  back  of  the  ballot-iiapers  and 
initial,  d by  the  Returning  Officer. 

15.  The  Returning  Oilicer  shall  make  out  a state- 
ment of  the  accejited  ballot-jiapers,  of  the  number  of 
votes  given  to  each  candidate,  of  the  rejected  ballot- 
papers,  and  of  those  unused  and  returned  by  him ; 
and  he  shall  make  and  keep  a coiy  of  such  statement, 
and  enclose  in  the  ballot-box  the  original  thereof, 
together  with  the  list  of  voters  used  by  him,  and  a 
certificate  tin  r.  on  of  the  total  number  of  piersons  who 
voted,  and  si  .all  also  enclose  in  the  ballot-box  such 
other  lists  and  doiuments  as  have  been  used  by  him  at 
such  election;  and  he  shall  then  lock  and  seal  the 
ballot-box. 

IG.  Eacn  candidate,  or  his  agent,  shall  be  allowed 
to  take  a copy  ot  the  statement  mentioned  in  the  last 
preceding  s<  etioii  of  this  by  law  before  it  is  enclosed 
in  the  ballot-box. 

17.  2 he  Returning  Oilicer  to  declare  elected  the  re- 
s[>(  ctive  candidates  who  are  found  to  have  a majority 
of  votes. 

18.  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  within  forty -eight 
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Lours  after  the  close  of  the  poll,  deliver  to  the  Ktgis- 
trar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British.  Coluiuhia  at  N«.\v 
\V'estminster,  iuid  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  a return 
of  the  election ; and  the  signature  of  the  Keturning 
Ollieer  to  such  return  shall  ho  attested  by  a Justice  ol 
the  IV'ac-'. 

19.  The  Returning  Olhcer  shall  also  deliver  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  with  his  return,  the  ballot-boxes. 

*20.  The  Cl-'rk  of  the  Council  shall  reiaiu  in  his 
possession  the  boxes  deli vi  red  to  him  by  the  Kecurning 
Otlie  r with  the  return  f<  r at  least  one  year,  if  the 
election  is  not  contested,  and  it  tlie  election  is  con- 
tested then  for  one  year  aft.  r the  termination  of  such 
conteitation.  No  ballot-paper  so  retained  shall  be  in- 
spected by  any  person,  except  under  the  rule  or  orilcr 
of  a .ludgj  of  a .Superior  Court. 

*21.  Kvery  person  who  in  any  declaration  made  by 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  knowingly  and 
wdrully  mak  s any  false  stat  inent  as  to  any  fact, 
matt.r,  or  tiling,  or  who  knowingly  or  wilfully  breaks 
auvpromis'or  pledge  contained  in  any  declaration 
imide  by  him  under  the  ]irovisions  of  this  by-law,  is 
guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  by-law,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour, 
for  a term  not  exceeding  six  montlH. 

•2*2.  Kvery  ji  rson  convicted  of  an  infraction  of  any 
provisions  of  this  by  law  shall  for.eit  and  pay  a tine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dcdl  irs.

ELECTION  BY  LAW,  18S9.

issn. 

W'llERE.A.S  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
the  election  of  a Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the 
Corporation  of  Delta. 


Be  it  therefor.'  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Councillors 
of  the  Municipality  of  Delta  as  follows: — 

The  I lection  of  Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the  Cor- 
poration of  Delta  for  the  year  1889  shall  take  place  on 
the  second  Monday  in  January,  1889,  at  the  Town 
Hall,  from  1*2  M.  to  4 P.  M.,  and  the  polling,  if  any,  at 
said  Town  Hall  on  Thursday  following  from  10  A.  M. 
to  4 P.  M.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  on  the  day  of 
nomination,  at  noon,  nominate  such  jj  .rsons  as  shall  bo 
put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf,  and  such  election 
shall  be  conducted  as  near  as  may  be  in  compliance 
with  the  “ .Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  aniendments, 
and  also  of  the  Ballot  Act. 

I In  eas-i  of  a poll  being  demanded  every  duly  quali- 
fied voter  shall  have  a vote  for  Reeve,  and  also  a vote 
|for  (\)uncillor  in  the  respective  wards  for  which  he  or 
'she  is  assessed.  A separate  ballot  box  shall  be  pro- 
vide.l  for  the  votes  for  Reeve,  and  also  for  the  votes 
for  the  Councillors  for  each  ward.  At  the  close  of  the 
jioll  the  ballot-lioxes  shall  be  closed,  so  as  to  prevent 
the  insertion  of  additional  votes,  and  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  open  the  ballot-boxes  in  the 
presence  of  such  of  the  candidates,  or  their  agents,  as 
may  be  in  attendance,  and  aseer.ain  the  result  of  the 
poll  by  counting  the  votes  given  for  each  candidate, 
and  shall  forthwith  declare  to  be  elected  the  candidates 
to  whom  the  majority  of  votes  have  been  given. 

\\  hen  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between 
any  candidates  the  Returning  Oflicer  shall  have  the 
casting  vote. 

This  by-law  may  bo  cited  for  all  purposes  as  “ The 
D.'lta  Munici|ii!l  El.-ction  By-law,  1889.”
